St. Petersburg; 2 July 1 903: 

In an emergency meeting of the Duma today the Prime Ministers Grand Prince 
Alexi Sergevitch today told them, and the Russian people, that the changing military 
situation in northern Europe required the evacuation of the nation's capitol. The 
Grand Prince said, "We have been betrayed. Cur supposed allies, England and Germany 
with whom we have always had the warmest of relations, have turned on oar armed 
forces. Striking them unawares, the English fleet attacked our email naval flotilla 
in Stockholm, V/e are new informed that English marines hav© sieged our ambarsador 
in Sweden, Count Foador Byrinski, and have hia imprisoned. There are unconfirmed 
reports that Kis Majesty,, King Oscar has been assassinated by English soldiers. 
The situation is grave, even now German fleets are approaching the entrance t,o 
St. Petersburg, The entire Baltic is in their handsc Sliose units of the Russian 
navies still at large have been ordered to make a last effort near their base at 
Kronstadt while this city is evacuated* 

"There is no hope that the nothern front can be maintained. The Imperial 
General Staff has recommended that, in order to avoid needless bloodshed, all Russian 
forces in the northern areas be evacuated. This is being done. This city has been 
declared an Open City under international agreement « 

"The Government and General Staff is moving south. However, Russians everywhere 
are even no® rushing to the defense of their Holy Motherland. New armies will be 
raised and our capitol will be freed from these hated foreigners,- Russia will be 
victorious! Though ail Europe turns against us, IVe will triumph!" 

With these words the Prime Minister and members of the Imperial General Staff 
moved out of the Winter Palace and headed for Moscow. It is nob known at this time 
how far south the Government will move. It is understood in some circles here that 
the Government intends to move to join Russian armies in the southern fronts, Tfea 
possibility of a Governmer.t-in-e3:ile is also being considered* The Royal Family 3 
their art collection, the Imperial Treasury have all been moved souths Preparations 
are underway at Kronstadt to destroy Russia's major northern naval base. 

It was understood thae the Government -has dispatched an urgent appeal to the 
French for aid in Russia^ hour of need. Only an immediate French intervention can 
save the northern portions of the nation. 

Meanwhile, Radio St* Petersburg, in a morning broadcast, interviewed Fleet 
Captain Ignor Petropovlsk, formerly commander of* the- Russian battleship Gra^iLDukj. 
Peter, which was torpedoed by a German submarine off of Malmo; the Captain told 
listeners that, "It was horrible. The fleet was at rest, most of the crews were 
on shore-leave. A quiet Sunday morning. Mass had been said already. Suddenly, 
all hell broke, loose.. Torpedoes were e/erywhere. Every battleship except the 
GrandDuke Pet or was hit in the first salvo* The Grand Duke Micha el went down with 
all hands, the Grand Du kra Kons tan tin g turned bottomsup, and then rolled onto its 
side. Only three survivors* The S imnerfol beached itself, saving many lives. 
Really, it had to be the worst Russian naval disaster in history. At least five 
thousand men were killed. The cream of the Russian Navy*" 

However, all was not gloomy. The situation in the south was a totally different 
story. Here Russian forces were victorious and the Holy Crusade appeared a certain 
success: 

Constantinople; 2 July 1903: 

Grand Admiral Hordal Vestok, Commander of the Black Seas Fleet, today announced 
that the Second Rome had been occupied by Russian Naval and Marine units*, Aboard 
the Grand Duch ess Cha rlotte the Admiral announced that only the southern coastline of 
Turkey remained to be occupied. 
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Vienna; 5 July 1903: 

Russian Army Units in this city today announced that the occupation of Austria 
had begun* Prince Borzoi, who has been named Provisional Governor of Austria, has 
installed his Government here and is directing Russian forces near Budapest* 

Budabest; 7 July 1903: 

Russian Soldiers began the seige of this city today and its fall is expected 
at any time. It is reported that His Imperial Majesty Caar Nicholas II has arrived 
here and joined General Silvela<s Array. 

Sevastopol; 8 July 1903: 

Russian Marines here today began Erecting fortifications in the streets as 
rumors of Austrian soldiers outside the city were heard* 

Warsaw; 7 August 1 903: 

Considering the situation in the northern regions, the Major-General in command 
here has ordered the erection of fortifications in the city ! s approaches* 

/From the Rostov Times . 3 August 1 903/ 

In a column in this major daily, Military Affairs editor General Yedishev 
Borilok (ret.) today noted: "The effectiveness of the German-British doublecross, 
v/hich was a masterful stroke, was made more so bjt its surprise, the completeness 
with which it was executed, and the lack of preparation on the part of Russia. 
All in all, a well-done piece of work* My hat's off to the perpetrators* " - 

Moscow; 6 November 1903: 

The Russian Government has issued the following policy statement: "We will 
make no moves to resist the German and English advance. V.'e will continue to press 
our attacks in the 'south. There is only so much England and Germany can take. 
Then watch out!"

The PARIS MATCH finds the Italian army more intolerable than ever. 

Paris to Berlin: 

What first appeared to be rampant Prussianism turns out to be Italian fascism. 
Our apologies for making thi3 error. Join with us to wipe out this fascist pig. 

Brest to London: 

We build fleets where we damn well please, especially when we need them, and 
especially when our only other port is occupied^ So sail where you want, but we 
have a treaty, and any violation on your part means war! (Fleet building in Brest 
was not mentioned in the treaty that you or I wrote.)
